ALLEGED BRIBERY OF BUSSIAN OFFICIALS | 
ce ~~ BY POACHERS, — 


The Chue ai Shogyo Shimpo, a Tokya com- 
mercial journal,.publishes an account of a 
. Serious affray between Japanese fishermen and 
Russians, in which 17 Russians and gne Japan- 
ese were killed. It appears that in June thst |’ 
tha Futapti-maru, a schooner, owned by the 
Narumi Shoten, a Japanese firm io Niigata 
and fout other schooners proceeded to the fish- 
ing:ground of Tsborpstka(?), Kamschatka, with 
the intention of poaching. On July joth these 
schooners were discovered by’ the Russian 
authoritics, who ordered them away. The 
captains of the schooners held a consultation, 
and proposed _to_bribe the Russian officers to_ 
be ailowed to continue their fishing in forbid - 
den water. The Russian officials agreed to 
‘fallin with the suggestion upon paymient of 
Y1,500. The Japanese had left on shore a 
quantity of salted fish and fishing-gear, and 


until the fish and gear had been safely shipped. 
The Russians, however, demanded: immediate 
payment, and while the point was being disputed 
aman named Suzuki, interpreter on board the 
Futami-maru, dtew a sword and cut down 
the chief Russian officer, and four other Rus- 
‘sians, In the fighting which ensued 17 Rus- 
sians were killed, and only two escaped. On the 
Japanese side only‘one man’ was killed, two’ or 
three other being injured. 

On the 17th ultimo the schooners arrived at 
Aikofu, on the e151 coast of Saghalien, The | 
vessels experienced ‘some little difficulty* in 
leaving Kamschatka on. account of the low 
tide, In the meantime two Russians who had | 
escaped gaye the alarm, and a party of armed 
Russians turned oul, but at that moment the 
schooners succecded in getting under way ‘and 
so made good their escape. : : 

-It will be remembered that.two Japanese 
sealing-vessels, the Datsan Jaiyo-maru and 
the 7atfudu-mary were captured recently by 
a Kussian warship off the coast of Kamschatka, 
and taken to Petropaviovsk. Mr. fumi 
Risuke, the president of the Toba Shokai, 
owners of the Taifuku-maru, addressed a 
| memorial to the Foreign Office on the 2gth ult, 
in reference to the incident, which reads‘ sub- 
stantially as follaws:—< ‘The Tat/uku-mary 
was seized by the Russians only on suspicion 
of poaching, for which there was na evidence.|—. 
in support, The point where the vessel was 
seized is eight miles from the coast of 
“Russian territory, on the high seas. The 
action of the Russians is unlawful, and should 
not be allowed to pass in silence. The hidden 
store of wealth in the northern seas has. been 
exposed by Japanesu deepsea fishermen, and 
the large profit derived from this industry is 
growing to be a great sourecs of ‘revenue to |: 
Japan, ; : 

“The action of Russia in violating the in- 
dependence of ihe high seas is at variance with 
the law of nations, and a direct menace to 
Japanese business interests. It is to be hoped,” 
says the memorial, “that the interests of Japan. 
‘ese will be fully safeguarded, and their. right ta 
fish in the open ‘waters beyond the usual -timit 
firmly established. At the ‘same ‘time, Russia 
should pay the company compensation for ‘the 
Joss resulting from their .ualawful act in deiz. 
ing the ship, Damages for the loss of the verse], 
gear, and the catch, fares for the transit of the 
crew, otc., in addition to legal interest on the 
total damage from the date of seizure to the, 
date of settlement should be demanded by the 
Govoromtat"—Japan Chrenitle..
